FEARFUL LOSS of LIFE. | 


An Insane Asylum Near 
Danville, Pa. Discov- 
ered in Flames. 


Between Four and Hive Hun- 
dred Inmates Confined 
Within Its Walls. 


No Aid Secured in Time to Stay 
the Progress of the 
Fire.

DANVILLE, Pa., March 5.—About 9 o’clock 
fire broke out in the female department of 
the Insane Asylum, two miles north of this 
place. In afew minutes that department 
was in flames,.which rapidly spread to the 
male department. At this hour the fire 
is still burning, and telegrams are be- 
ing sent to surrounding towns for assistance. 
Great loss of life is reported. There were 400 
or 500 inmates of the Asylum, of whom the 
greater part are supposed to be lost. Some 
of them have escaped to the woods, and are 
aifficult to find, but it is believed at this time 
that most of them perished. 

THE SECOND DISPATCH. 

DANVILLE, March 5.—Between 8 and 9 
o’clock this evening flames were seen to 
issue from the Insane Asylum, about two 
miles north of this place. An alarm was 
quickly sounded, and strenuous efforts made 
to rescue the inmates, of whem there were

THE SEN ATE. 
IN EXECUTIVE SESSION. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasuineTon, D. C., March 5.—The exec- 
utive session at which the nominations were 
confirmed was quite long, and the report 
became circulated that there was some op- 
position. Investigation proved that this was 
untrue. The members of the Cabinet who 
were Senators were immediately confirmed 
without a reference, but some one suggested, 
when the other names were reached, that 
they might as well be referred to Committee 
and take the usual course. Now there are 
no Committees, and cannot be until the Sen- 
ate is reorganized. When that will be 
is uncertain. To have made such a 
reference would have caused great 
delay, and would have _ precipitated 
an unnecessary contest upon the Senate. 
After some talk about precedents, and söme 
of the musty usages of the Senate, therefore, 
the nominations were all confirmed. There 
was no objection to anybody. The only 
point was that they ought to be referred,— 
that the Senate should stand by its traditions. 
There does not now seem, however, to be a 
disposition to reorganize the Senate. ‘There 
was no agreement in caucus, 

THE THREE SENATORIAL VACANCIES 
add to the complication. Senator Windom 
did not resign to-day, as it was the day for 
the adjournment of the Minnesota Legisla- 
ture, andif he had resigned some question 
might have been raised as to the right of the 
Governor to appoint, the resignation having 
been made on a day that the Legislature 
was in session.. Senator Blaine sent his res- 
ignation to Maine to-night, and the election 
of Mr. Frye will undoubtedly follow one 
week from next Tuesday. When asked bya 
brother Senator to-day how he felt about the 
change, Mr. Windom replied, that his only 
regret was that it would compel him to leave 
the Senate. 

SENATOR BLAINE REMARKED 
that, though the statement might appear 
strange, the great difficulty in making up the 
Cabinet had been in finding men adapted to 
the positions who were willing to accept. He 
intimated that there had been more declina- 
tions than the public had yet heard of. ‘The 
new Senate has in itso many new faces that 
it will take a regular habitue of the Capitol 
some time to get acquainted with them. The 
youngest-looking member is Senator Gor- 
man, of Maryland. He has secured 
an eligible seat on the Democratic 
side. Senator Conger has a seat on the outer 
row of the Republican side, formerly occu- 
pied by Senator Chandler. Senator Hale has 
the seat adjoining. Senator Hawley, gets a 
good seat on the third row. 
MR. MAHONE | 
was notin the Senate to-day, but has select- 
ed a seat on the Republican side formerly 
held by Senator-Baldwin. The crowd to-day 
was almost equal to that which congregated 
to see the death of the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress. A large number were in uni- 
form. There was also a uumber of 
ladies, who elbowed their way through 
i the surging masses, much to their 
discomfort and the spoliation of their clothes.

HIS CAREER. 
Special Dispatch to T Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, March 5—Thomas. Lemuel 
James is a man who has worked his way up, 
by perseverance and a steady adherance to 
principle, from the position of a printer’s ap- 
prentice to the exaited office of Postmaster- 
General, Citizens of New York know Mr. 
James only to Admire him. He has given to 
this city the best postal facilities which it has 
ever enjoyed, and merchants and business- 
men will look upon his withdrawal from the 
New York Post-Office with the regret which 
always follows thé resignation of a thorough- 
ly efficient officer. What New York will lose, 
as a city, however, the Nation will gain, 
and the system which Mr. James has estab- 
lished here will undoubtedly be retained 
and possibly improved upen, as the larger 
experience which he will now have will 
suggest improvements to him. Like Presi- 
dent Garfield, Col. James is in every sense of 
the phrase 

A SELF-MADE MAN. 
He was born into Utica, March 29, 1831, and 
is now in his 50th vear. He was educated at 
the Utica Academy, but, at the age of 15, he 
was thought old enough to begin to work for 
himself, and was apprenticed, to learn the 
printing business,to Wesley Bailey,the veteran 
Abolition editor of the Liberty Press. Young 
James served the full term of his apprentice- 
ship, five years, and in the meantime wrote 
several articles for the Liberty Press, which 
were accepted and printed. Working in 
such an office, and surrounded by the 
sons who naturally flocked to tlie office, it 
was not surprising that Mr. James, early in 
life, imbibed those ideas of 
THE TRUE NATURE OF LIBERTY 
which have characterized his career from 
early boyhood. He became an ar- 
dent supporter of the claims of 
the masses to the rights which he 
claimed were inherent in manhood. The 
ola Whig party was the only party which 
then represented this sentiment, and he be- 
came a violent Whig, advocating the princi- 
ples of the party long before he was old 
enough to vote for them.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 5.—It would 
have been difficult to sugges: a better Cabi- 
nent appointment from this State than that 
of Wayne MacVeagh.

At the beginning of 1876 Mr. MacVeagh re- 
moved his law office from Harrisburg to 
Philadelphia, and he has since made this 
city the chief seene of his professional 
labors. His residence, however, is in Lower 
Merion Township, Montgomery Coun- 
ty, where he recently bought 
a fine farm.

IN THE SECOND LETTER,

The earliest Federal appoint- 
ment that will have to be made in Chicago is 
that of United States Marshal for the North- 
ern illinois Distriot. There are a number of 
candidates for this office.

MR. HILDRUP,

MR. FARWELL

FRIGHTFUL COLLISION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Battimore, Md. March &—About 4 
o’clock this afternoon a rumor reached this 
city that the special train over the Baltimore 
& Potomac Railroad, on which ex-President 
Hayes and party left Washington at 1 p. m., 
had collided with another train near Severn 
Station, about eleven miles from Baltimore. 
The rumor, which caused considerable ex- 
citement, was quickly verified, and as usual 
the most exaggerated reports of the occur- 
rence were circulated. The factsin the case, 
as learned from a.gentleman who was a pas- 
sengeron thet and who arrived here 
to-night, are substantially as follows: The 
section of the 10 a. m. train to which the ex- 
President's car was attached did not leave 
Washington until a few minutes before 1 
o’clock, owing to a delay occasioned by the 
heavy travel on the road. At 1:15p. m., 
just after Mr. Hayes finished his luncheon, 
and when the train was rounding a curve 
near Severn Station, it collided with two 
engines gomg in the opposit direction, and 
bound from Baltinfore to Washington. The 
terrific nature of the shock will be appre- 
ciated when it is stated that all three engines 
were 
GOING AT THE RATE OF FORTY MILES AN 

HOUR. 


The engines and three or four of the pas- 
senger-coaches were thrown from the track, 
and several cars telescoped, while the shrill 
hiss of escaping steam and cries of the 
wounded and affrighted passengers added to 
the confusion. Almost every one on the 
train were thrown from their seats, and the 
next instant were scrambling wildly from 
the doors and windows before the crash of 
timbers had subsided. A rush was at once 
made for the front, and the full extent of the 
catastrophe quickly ascertained. Thetender 
of the passenger engine was driven throngh 
the front of the first Pullman car, occupied 


by a special party from Shamokin, Pa. This 


car in turn was crushed half way through 
the second, while on all sides were smoking 
and steaming masses of débris formed by 
the shattered engines, which were 
ALMOST COMPLETELY DEMOLISHED. 

The first engine of the two bound for Wash- 
ington was twisted on one side, and had 
plowed the earth for yards. Amid the roar 
ot escaping steam the shrill cries of an un- 
fortunate victim could be heard, carrying a 
chill to the hearts of all who first reached the 
head of the train. At first the where- 
abouts of the sufferer. could not be 
ascertained, but finally it was found 
that he was under the corner of the south- 
bound engine, haif buried in the earth. By 
means of levers the vast mass of iron was 
slowly raised, and the crushed and blackened 
body was recognized as John Oliver,.a bag- 
gagemaster of the road, who had been on 
one of the two engines. To the surprise of 
all, the unfortunate man was conscious when 
drawn out, and moaned piteously for five or 
ten minutes before death ended his suffer- 
ings.

The Senate promptly confirmed the ap- 
pointments without reference to a commit- 
tee. Asthree Senators are included in the 
list, their resignation will be required before 
they can take the oath of office, but there is 
no reason why the new Administration 
should not be fully organized and ready for 
business Monday. 

The Cabinet thus composed will afford 
genéral satisfaction. It meets all the require- 
ments of locality, giving three representa- 
tives to the East, three to the West, and one 
to the South. It has a high average of abili- 
ty, unquestioned integrity, and in its collect- 
ive. capacity a very unusual experience of 
public affairs and knowledge of the duties 
pertaining to the several offices. 

The new Secretary of State is, in one sense, 
a truly National character. He is an Eastern 
man with a Western temperament. In the 
discharge of his official duties he will con- 
sider first the interests of his own country, 
and afterwards the small social amenities 
which have heretofore played so important a 
part in our diplomacy. Joining to an unu- 
sually quick and vigilant mind an extensive 
knowledge of human nature a courteous and 
deferential manner, and a strong will, he 
unites most. happily the characteristics that 
the head of the Foreign Office should pos- 
sess. He will, moreover, give President 
Garfield the benefit of his judgment and 
calm counsel whenever he may be called 
upon to advise what the general conduct of 
the Administration should be. 

William Windom, the new Secretary of 
the Treasury, a Minnesotian since 185, is an 
Ohio man by birth, and is now in his 54th 
year. He practiced lawin his early man- 
hood, but has served Minnesota twenty years 
in Congress, ten years in the Lower House 
and ten years in the Senate. In point of 
ability Mr. Windom ranks high as a sound 
and clear-headed thinker. The veteran Ben: 
Perley Poore, who has studied public men in 
Washington haif a century, once said that 
the Senator from Minnesota, in his judg- 
ment, ranked next after Edmunds, Blaine, 
and Conkling as an orator and a statesman 
in the broadest sense of that term. His serv- 
ice has been priucipally on the Appropria- 
tions Committee, and, though his duties did 
not bring him into such intimate relations 
with the Treasury as those of the Finance 
Committee would have done, they had still a 
very direct bearing on fiscal and economic 
subjects. Mr. Windom’s greatest public 
work has been his transportation report, 
which still stands as a monument to his 
diligence and clear apprehension of a most 
intricate subject. We do not question 
that he will speedily master all the de- 
tails of his new office, and administer 
it with strict impartiality and sound- 
ness of judgment. He belongs wholly 
neither to the Western nor the Eastern school 
uf finance, though he voted for the remoneti- 
zation of silver, in the face of a seyere press- 
ure brought to bear to influence him on the 
Blaine will promote by every means in their 
power the success of the forthcoming bi- 
metallic conference; and their appointment 
may be accepted as committing the new Ad- 
ministration thoroughly to the support of the 
double standard, and actively employing the 
influgnce of the Republic to extend it oyer 
Eürope and America.

to principle. He is scrupulousy exact, 
methodical, and business-like in his own 
practice, and pdssesses all the qual- 
ifications for a good executive officer. He 
has had some military experience in the Ad- 
jutant-General’s office and on Gen. Grant’s 
staff, and in this respect is better fitted for the 
War-Office than most of those who have held 
it. His age is nearly 40 years, so that he 
cannot be considered too young; and his 
knowledge of Washington life will protect 
him from the mistakes that too often result 
from inexperience.

His character has 
never been questioned, and, as he had an in- 
timate acquaintance with Gen. Garfield, the 
latter had the best opportunities of judging 
of his fitness for. the office.

He will rip open the 
rotten, foul, extravagant star“ service, and 
repair the mischief that Key through gross 
negligence perinitted to be done. It is under- 
stood, moreover, that he has several reforms 
which he desires to introduce: and the recent 
example of Postmaster-General Fawcett in 
England shows how much one able man can 
accomplish in this direction. * 

Wayne Mac Veagh has been noted in a so- 
cial way as the “young gentleman who mar- 
ried Simon Cameron’s daughter in spite of 
him.” To this illustrious achievement he 
has now added the ether of defeating his 
brother-in-law, the Senator from Pennsyl- 
vania, in the matter of the Cabinet appoint- 
ment from that State. As Attorney-General 
he will be a worthy successor to Mr. Devens, 
and higher praise than that he can scarcely 
hope toenjoy. Mr. MacVeagh has been at- 
torney fur the Pennsylvania Railroad; he 
has a large and very lucrative practice, and 
an enviabié social position in Philadelphia.

On the whole, the Cabinet should be re- 
garded as a fair compromise between all the 
various elements of the party.

A FITTING CELEBRATION OF THE GREAT 
FIRE. * 


We print elsewhere a communication from 
James L. Alien, Esq., a member of the Pub- 
lic-Library Board, suggesting a plan for the 
celebration, orrather the observance, of the 
anniversary of the Great Fire which can 
be heartily indorsed and ought to com- 
mend itself to the attention of the pub 
lic. Mr. Allen's plan, in brief, is, that the 
world’s generosity to Chicago in her time of 
calamity shall be commemorated by a great 
public subscription, in which every man, 
woman, and child who desires may take part, 
the proceeds of which shall be devoted to the 
erection of a capacious, permanent, and fire- 
proof buildmg as a home for the Public Libra- 
ry. He suggests, further, that the matter be 
placed in charge of a committee of promi- 
nent citizens, with the Mayor at their 
head, and that subscription-books be 
opened in every merchant’s office and 
store, and that the contribution represent 
not alone the munificent gifts of the wealthy 
but the small donations of the workingman 
and thé widow’s mite. He further suggests 
that the city dedicate to its use the old City- 
Hall lot, or some other site that may be still 
more available, and that on the 9th ot Octo- 
ber, 1881, the corner-stone be laid with such 
rejoicing and pageantry as may be appropri- 
ate to give expression to Chicago’s remem- 
brance of the noble charity extended to her. 

Among all the propositions that have been 
made for the observance of this anniversary, 
none has been more practical or appropri- 
ate than this. To celebrate the calamity 
itself with street-parades and general non- 
sense and hilarity was too absurd 
for serious contemplation, and we pre- 
sume that by this time even the 
projectors themselves recognize the silliness 
and incongruity of their proposition. If 
anything is to be celebrated it is the gen- 
erosity of the world, not the recollection of 
a painful calamity, and if we are going to 
celebrate the generosity of the world it 
should be by the erection of some perma- 
nent monument that will forever testify to 
our gratitude, and not by a day’s jamboree 
that would perish with the setting sun, 
squander thousands of money, and make the 
city a laughing-stock. In looking about for 
such a permanent monument, what could be 
better or more appropriate than a fire-proof 
building for the use of the City Library? 
It was the immediate ontgrowth of the fire, 
and it expressed generously and eloduently 
one phase of the world’s charity, It is one 
of the few great free institutions of the city. 
It is our greatest public blessing. It fur- 
nishes education and entertainment to all 
classes of our people. Commencing from small 
beginnings, it has not only grown into a mag- 
nificent collection, but has outgrown its 
present quarters. More than this, it is now 
exposed to destruction by fire at any time,

Congress not to pass a bill which will deprive a 
commercial community of the common use of 
its own „ nor deprive the City Treasury 
forever of the revenues derivable from the con- 
trol and management of the by the 
municipality. 

These allegations and others of similar 
purport undoubtedly contributed to the pre- 
vention of a vote on the bill in the House. 
If Mr. George R. Davis and some other mem- 
bers had not opposed the bill it would have 
been taken up by suspension of the rules and 
passed. It now goes over until next winter. 
The statements in question, made by an at- 
torney representing respectable and in- 
telligent citizens, betray such an extrav* 
agant want of knowledge of the facts, and 
as perhaps one-half our population have 
come to this city since this case was one of 
general notoriety, we are induced to believe 
that a statement of the actual facts may not 
only be news to the public of 1881, but will 
better enable all to understand the effect of 
the postponement of the bill which failed to 
pass Congress at the late session. 

All that land lying east of Michigan ave- 
nue, south of Randolph street, and north of 
Madison street, being the two blocks occu- 
pied by the base-bDall clubs, was part of Frac- 
tional Section 10, and formed part of Fort 
Dearborn Reservation, and was the property 
of the United States. When the United 
States sold the land in the reservation these 
two blocks, then largely covered with water, 
were set apart for public-uses and forever to 
remain open. The purchasers of the adjoin- 
ing blocks and land bought with this ease- 
ment or use attached thereto. 

All the land east of Michigan avenue, 
south of Madison street, and north of Park 
row was part of Fractional Section 15, and 
was included in the lands given by Congress 
to this State to ald in the construction ot the 
Illinois & “Michigan Canal. This land “was 
also partially submerged by the lake, and 
was reserved from sale by the State for pub- 
lic purposes. The two pieces connected, ex- 
tending from Randolph street to Park row, 
have been ever since called and known as a 
public park,—Lake-Front Park. 

In the meantime, under the charter and by 
the ordinances of the eity the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company obtained a right of 
way along the lake-shore across these two 
fractional sections to the sites and for the 
uses now held by them. The fee to that part 
of Sec. 15, and the fee to the land under the 
waters of the lake out to the navigable depth, 
vested absolutely in the State of Illinois. 

In 1869 the Legislature of Lilinois, by an 
act which passed over the veto of the Gov- 
ernor, made a wholesale disposition of all 
this property in Sec. 15, from Randolph 
street to Park row, including the riparian 
rights or property of the State to the | 
then under water in front of Fractional Sec- 
tions 10 and 15. That disposition was as fol- 
lows: 

1, Ceding all the right and title of the State 
in and to the land in Sec. 15 north of Park 
row and south of Monroe street, extending 
400 feet east of the west line of Michigan 
avenue, to the City of Chicago in fee, with 
full power to sell and convey all of said tract, 
leaving said avenne ninety feet in width; 
the sale of such land to be upon such terms 
as the Common Council by a vote of three- 
fourths ot its members might provide. 

‘2. The proceeds of such sale to be a park 
fund, to be divided among the several divis- 
ions of the city. 

3. The third section of the law provided as 
follows: 


The right of the [linois Central Company un- 
der te grant from the State in its charter, which 
said grant constitutes a part ot considera- 
tion for which the said Company pays to the 
State at least 7 cent of its gross earnings, 
and under and by virtue of its appropriation, 
occupancy, use, eontrol, and the riparian 
ownership incident to such raat, appropriation, 
occupancy, use, and control in and to the lands, 
submerged or otherwise, lyiug east of the suid 
line running parallel with and 400 feet east of 
the west line of Michigan avenue, in Fracnonal 
Sections Wand 15, is 1 contirmed, and all the 
right and title of the State of Iilinois in and to 
the submerged lands r the bed of 
Lake Michigan and ve oo of the tracks and 
breakwater of the [i Central RailroadCom- 
pany for the distance of one mile, and between 
the south line of the South Pier extended east- 
wardly and a line extended eastward from the

4. The State cedes all its title in and to the 
lands, submerged or not, lying north of Mon- 
roe strect and south of Randolph street, be- 
tween the east line of Michigan avenue and 
the track and roadway of the Illinois Central 
Railway, being parts of Fractional Sections 10 
and 15, to the Illinois Central, Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy, and the Michigan Central 
Railroad Companies, for the erection of a 
passenger depot thereon. | 

5. In consideration of this grant, said Com- 
panies shall pay to the City Chicago 
$800,000 ; of which $200,000 shall be paid within 
three months from the date of the act, $200,- 
000 within six months, and the same amount 
in nine months, and the balance in twelve 
11 The money to constitute a park 

6, The City Council of Chicago is author- 
ized to quitciaim and release to the Railroad 
Companies the land north of Monroe street 
(three blocks) within four months from the 
date of the act, and. in case the city shall 
neglect or refuse to do so, then the Compa- 
nies shall be discharged from all obligations 
to pay the unpaid balance to the city. 
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It cedes absolutely to the city all of the Lake | murdered 


Park south of Monroe street to Park row. 
It cedes the three blocks north of Monroe 
street to the Railway Companies, thus cover- 
ing two blocks the fee of which was in the 
United States, 3 

The owners of property frontmg on the 
two northern blocks, or parts of Sec. 10, ob- 
tained leave to filea bill in the name of the 
United States to enjoin the execution of this 
act, so far as it authorized the closing of the 
open view of these two blocks of United 
States ground whieh ‘extended from Ran- 
dolp to Madison street. The Court, holding 
that the owners of this property could not be 
deprived without their consent of this right, 
which they had obtained from the United 
States, granted the injunction. ~ 

In the meantime the Railway Companies 
tendered the first payment of $200,000, which 
the city refused to accept, as it refused to 
execute the deed, and it has never made a 
quitelaim deed, as the act required. 

Thus the matter stood until the Legisla- 
ture, by the act in force July 1, 18738, uncon- 
ditionally repealed the act of 1869. 

In 1881 all the property-owners in whose 
behalf the injunction was granted, by an 
instrument propériy executed, gave their 
consent to the proposed cession by the city 
of the Blocks 1 and 3 to the Railway Compa- 
nies, and the City of Chicago, by the bill 
which has been pending in Congress, asked 
the United States to cede to the City of Chi- 
cago whatever reversionary claim the Govy- 
ernment might have in those. two blocks, so 
that the city might dispose of them, with one 
other block, to the Rallway Company for a 
great passenger depot. In that act Congress 
was asked to cede the land from Michigan 
avenue to the railroad tracks, and nothing 
more. , 
Such are the facts of the case, and it is a 
question for those who opposed this bill to 
answer how far the defeat or passage of that 
bill could have changed the legal aspects of 
the case, except to delay the improvement of 
the property and of all the property on Mich- 
igan avenue, to. delay the expenditure of 
a million of dollars for labor and wm terials, 
and to delay the receipt by the city of three- 
fourths ofa miiilion of dollars net and by 
the State of a largely increased revenue. 

The question of the right of the Illinois 
Central Company to the submerged land east 
of its track along the Lake-Front, under the 
legislative act of 1800, is one that must be 
eventually determined by the Supreme 
Court of the State. The bill pending before 
Congress conferred no title or privilege on 
the Railroad Company. east of its railroad 
tracks or south of, Madison street which it 
does not possess now. The bill simply re- 
moved a technical restriction upon the city 
from receivyimg lor three blocks of useless 
land $750,000 which it could not receive othe 
wise. The whole claim to riparian rights. 
on the Lake-Front was left precisely as it 
stands now. The city was expected to ex- 
ecute a quitelaim deed to the three blocks 
only, leaving all the legal questions to the 
Lake-Front east of the railway tracks to be 
determined by the Courts hereafter. The 
bill before Congress neither improved nor 
injured the Illinof$ Central claim thereto; 
nor did it weaken any defense or objection 
this city may set up against that claim. 

The Lilinois Railroad Company claims all 
rights Cast of its tracks under its charter, its 
original grant of land, and especially the act 
of the Legislature of 1869. The only claim 
of the city to the fee of any part of the Lake 
Park is under the same act of 1869. If the 
repealing act of 1878 abolished any rights of 
prope: ty, then it deprived the city of its fee 
in the Lake-Front between Monroe street 
and Park avenue, and wipes out all claim east 
of the tracks. If the repealing act of 1873 is 
valid, the city’s right in Lake-Front Park is 
merely what it was before 1869, which at 
most was that of public common or park, and 
how far subject to the control of the State 
we will not now stop to‘inguire, 

The Railroad Companies by their tender 
under the act of 1869 matured their title to 
the three blocks, so far as that act could give 
title. The authority of the State, as owner 
of the fee, to sell the south one of the three 
blocks will not be questioned. How far the 
repeal in 1878 of that act of 1809 affected 
rights completed during the intervening four 
years is purely a legal question, which in no- 
wise was affected one way or the other by 
the bill before Congress. Whatever rights 
the parties have now would not have been 
in the least affected or changed had the bill 
passed Congress. The only loser is the City 
of Chicago, which loses $750,000 cash for a 
quitelaim deed to three blocks of ground to 
which it has but a sort of park or open-view 
title. 

Whether the Railroad Company has or has 
not any title east of its railway tracks ca 
have no direct or property interest to the Ci 
Government, lf the grants made by the act of 
1869 fora consideration were final and irre- 
pealable, thatisan end of the matter as to 
all property east of the railway tracks. If 
those grants be declared void by the Courts, 
then all that propervy under water reverts to 
the State, and not to the city, and if sold 
will be sold Yor the benetit of the State, and 
not of the city. 

We think chat, in the light of all these in- 
disputable facts in the case, there will be an 
agreement of opinion that those who ob- 
jected to the billin Congress ceding to the 
Olty of Chicago the color of title of the 
United States to the two blocks have blub- 
dered,—have stood in the way of the inter- 
ests of the city, whichis the sole victim. They 
delayed or defeated a great public improve- 
ment, under pretext of defeating legisla- 
tion which was not intemded, nor asked, nor 
desired by anybody. 

OPTIMISM , IN 

Optimism is, and always been, the vice 
ot American polities. Webster, and Clay, 
and Douglas, and their assoelates were so 
blinded by the fatal delusion that they never 
ceased to struggle for harmony between the 
theory of equal rights and the then existing 
system of slavery. To the student of history 
this bootiess struggle presents a forcible il- 
lustration of the follies and weaknesses 
which dim the lustre of great minds. But 
no patriot yet ever dreamed of wielding the 
sceptre of a divided State. The great men 
who, up to the time of the Rebellion, aspited 
to the Presidency, believed that the disputes 
between the North and the South could be 


ompromised. Why? Because they wanted

ing appeal for reconciliation. Years before 


his clear, logical mind enabled him to foresee 
the irrepressible conflict, to sce how futile 
were all the efforts of the compromises to 
create an enduring peace between right and 
justice on the one hand and cruelty and 
oppression on the other. But now he held 
the sceptre, and he could not bear to think 
either of drawing the sword or of a divided 
empire. There never was a better Hlustra- 
tion of the hallucination which resuits from 
a loving bopefulness. Looking into the eyes 
ot his would-be murderers, M Lincoln 
fondly said: “We are not enemies, but 
friends”! Then follows that beautiful Invo- 
cation to the spirit of patriotism which, in 
both sentiment and expression, is unexcelled 
in the English language, but which fell upon 
dull, cold.ears so far as it was intended to 
avert the catastrophe of war. Twenty years 
have passed away since the solemn 
occasion of the inauguration of the first Re- 
publican-party President, and Gen. Garfield 
lately stood where Lincoln uttered his prayer 


for peace. The new President is not unlike 


the great Lincoln, who was not only sternly 
logical but tenderly sentimental, and with- 
al almost superstitiously religious. Gen. 
Garfield has a great brain and a great heart. 
His great brain tells him that during the 
twenty years wien have elapsed since Lin- 
coln gave utterance to the promptings of his 
heart instead of the logic of his mind—“ We 
are not enemies, but friends —the South 
through its. representatives has given no 
good evidence of friendship for the North- 
ern people, or of loyalty to the National Gov- 
erninent, 

But Gen. Garfield wants peace and recon- 
ciliation. He wants the Southern people to 
become loyal to the Nation, and, above all, he 
wants them te love, honor, and respect him 
as a man and as Chief Magistrate. 80. in 
the spirit of optimism, standing where Lin- 
coln stood, he says: My countrymen, we do 
not now differ in our judgment concerning 
the controversies of past generations, and 
fifty vears hence our children will 
not be divided in their opinions con- 
cerning our controversies.” Here the 
heart. -speaks,—it is the assertion of the 


"S| optimist. Then follows an appeal, almost 


pathetic in its earnestness, for reconciliation, 
which of course is a confession that there is 
still something to be reconciled. Well, what 
is it? The whole country knows, and Gen. 
Garfield knows, that the Southern people ob- 
jeet to the political, constitutional fact of the 
negro’s freedom and his right to vote and 
hold office. The Southern people want to be 
reconciled to this condition of things to 
which they object by being permitted to 
plunge their hands deep into the Treasury 
and pay themselves for their grievances with 
large sums of public money. 

The country need not fear that President 
Garfield, with all his tenderness of heart, 
will suffer reconciliation to come by this 
method. Hence hard-beaded people know 
what President Garfield’s strong common- 
sense teaches him: that bitter differences 
will continue to arise between the North and 
the South for many years to come, In re 
gard to suffrage the President says, among 
other this: A bad local Government is 
certainly a great evil which ought to be pre- 
vented, but to violate the freedom 
and sanctity of suffrage is more than 
an evil; it t a crime, which, if 
persisted in, will destroy the Government 
itself. Suicide is hota remedy. If tn other 
lands it be high treason to compass the death 
of the King, it should be counted no less a 
crime here to strangle our soverelan power 
and stifle its yoice.” ‘This is true in fact, and 
splendidly and strongly stated. The crime 
which President Garfield describes is com- 
mitted by wholesale at every election held in 
numbers of the Sou u States. If this 
crime stands on a level “with the crime of 
treason, itought to be punished the very 
next time it is committed. What will the 
new Administration do about it? Will it 
trust in an optimistic way to its dying out, or 
will it strangle it?

YHLLADELPHIA, March 5.— The reckoning 
with he Ring has begun, and settlemenis 
are fast being made.

“ing to defraud the city, Judge Finletter this 
morning overruled the motion for a new trial 


prisoners. Haines was ordered to pay a fine 
of 8500, the costs of prosecution, 
and to undergo an imprisonment of 
eighteen months in the Eastern Peniten- 
tiary, and Clentents and Miskey to pay a 
like fine and to undergo an _  imprison- 
ment of one year each in -the Eastern 
Penitentiary. In pronouncing sentence 
Judge Finletter said: “ Your sentences will 
be to you severe indeed, and yet I ean hardly 
hope that they will meet the expectations of 
a justly incensed community. Charles C. 
Haines, it cannot be disguised that you were 
the master spirit of this conspiracy, even if 
you were not its originator. It could never 
have been successful without your aid. 
Trusted by the chief of the Department, paid 
by the city a salary of $1,800 a year, which 
was liberal for all the services required 
of you, you entered into a combina 
tion to rob the city which gave 
you the means of livelihood. You moreover 
brought dishonor upon the friend who ap- 
pointed you, and disgrace and suspicion upon 
the department over which he presides. No 
such traud as was contemplated by you and 
your confederates can be effective so long as 
the officers of the city are faithful in their 
trusts. It becomes easy, indeed, when those 
officers become parties to the fraud.” The 
defendants had the benefit of the best of 
counsel,—Judge Benjamin Harris Brewston, 
Lewis C. Cassidy, and J. IH. Heverin,— 
and they went at once to the 
Supreme Court to ask for a special 
allocatus. The Court declined to render an 
answer until Monday. While they were 
waiting in the Clerk’s office to hear the re- 
sult of the application Select Councilman 
Miskey, the father of John T. Miskey, one 
of the defendants, came in. He looked hag- 
gard and careworn, and cast a hasty look 
around the apartment. He could not at the 
first glance see his son, who was sitting in 
front of a window with his face obscu by 
his own shadow. Where's Bil?’ he asked 
in a nervous voice. “Here he is,” was the 
reply, as Mr. Miskey’s eyes fell 
upon his son the old gentleman threw up his 
arms and fell fainting inachair. Water was 
brought to him and he soon recovered him- 
self. Young Miskey was greatly agitated by 
his father’s emotion, and leaving his chair 
walked nervously about the room for several! 
minutes. At4o’clock it was patent that 
there was no hope, and the prisoners were 
driven to the Eastern Penitentiary.

This 
would result not only in thousands of men bemg 
atonce throwa out of employment, but also in 
crippling the resources of the roads, and their 
capaeity for doing business. We bad an ilius- 
tration of this in 1873, following unconstitu- 
tional law of 1871; the fact of the panic of 
187%, with all its attendant distress to the work- 
ing classes, being wa. extent attributa- 
bie to the passage of t law. Men who 
really have the intervst of the State of lili- 
nois at heart should pause before they 
consent to the passage of laws which may result 
in a repetition of such a disuster to so large a 
portion of the laboring populadon of the State. 
According to the last report of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners no less than 40,460 men 
were actuaily r — railroad com- 
panies in Lilinois alone. you may add at least 
60,000 more employed iu factories, mines, ware- 
houses, lumber-yards, stock-yards, and work- 
shops, who incidentally ve support from 
the same source. Now, if = Aer take 
away from the railroads of the State the power 
to receive a fair consideragon for the services 
they render, you must deprive a large portion of 
these men and their families of their daily 
sustenance, for the reason that the roads will be 
obliged to dispense with theif services, and the 
responsibility of such a calamity must rest with 
those who huve the power toavertit. This is as 
plain a proposition as can be stated. 

Railroad companies dv not purchase supplies 
and materials, hy —7 * and cars — 
transportation reigut an ee un 
they —— find compensation in it to extent of 
a fair return on the capital invested. This they 
have a bie right to demand; yet there 
are those who would urge the of laws 
fixing rates of transportation below the cost of 
doing business. In this they are in some in- 
stances prompted by people living 
out of the State, having 20 local interest in its 
welfare, and who havé added nothing to ber 
prosperity in the past, but are simply attempt- 
ing to take advantage of & popular outcry 
against railways to benefit themselves. Fortu-

It is understood that 
Mr. Forster requires, first, proof 
that each district. is now suf 
ciently disturbed to warrant its being 
proclaimed; secondly, proof of some overt 
act on the part of each individual arrested,— 
declining to act on mere suspicion or known 
connection with illegal organizations. Many 
Leaguers have already fled.

STAFFORD WOODHULL. 


GEORGE 
Spectal Dispatch to Tie Chicago Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa, Mareh 5-—George 
Stafford Woodhull, ex-Assoeiate Justice of 
the Supreme Court of New Jersey, and one 
of the ablest jurists of that State, died, at his 
home in Camden, at the age of 65, yesterday. 
Judge Woodhull was prepared for college at 
the Princeton Academy, and in 1830 entered 
Princeton College, where he graduated with. 
distinction. He became a student under 
Richard S. Field, of and was ad- 
mitted to the Bar in 1830 asian attorney, and 
in 1842 as a counseler,. He began his 
practice at Freehold; and in 1850 re- 
moved to May's Landing, Where he was 
appointed by Gov. Halnes as P u 

torney of Atlantic County, and beid the 
office for fifteen years, distinguishing him- 
self by able and faithful service, which led 
in 1855 to his appointment as the Prosecut- 
ing-Attorney for Cape May County, and for 
ten years he ö — 13 mn 1 
upon him as the prosecu officer of two 
counties. In 1856 he was a candidate for the 
State Senate on the Republican ticket. In 1366 
he was appointed by Gov. Ward Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of New Jersey. 
On the expiration of his term in 1873 
he was reappointed by Gov. Parker, avo 
differing politicaily with the State Admin- 
istration. The nomipation was at once con- 
firmed by the Senate. One of the most im- 
portant trials that ever took place in his dis- 
trict was that of Hunter for the murder of 
John M. Armstrong, over which he presid- 
ed. Last year J ee Woodhull was succeed- 
ed as Associate Justice by ex-Gov. Joel 
Parker, and he retired to practice, He was 
highly respected by the profession, both as a 
lawyer and Judge, and ia private life was 
esteemed as a polished geatieman and a pub- 
lic-spirited citizen. His widowis the niece 
of ex-Gov. Vroom.

The conversation here terminated, as the Com- 
missioners reached their destination,—a dilapi- 
dated ame structure at No. 168 West Van 
Buren street.

The cause 
of the sickness was thought to be, by the 
physician in attendance, due to the fact that 
the children had played in and alongside of this 
cesspool, and that they had been poisoned by 

s emanations therefrom.

His in- 
vestment in this is over 8200, 000.“ 

The Real Estate and Building Journal 
gives some interesting 


OLD-TIME ITEMS 
about Chicago real estate. When Chicago 
became a city, on March 4, 1837, the entire as- 
sessment within the limits was $236,482, The 
rate being one-fourth value, it would seem 
that the entire city territory was worth about 
one million dollars. 

Among the canal sales from 1830 to 1854, 
imperfect record of whichis preserved, we 
find these items: 

Two lots, 80x180 feet in size, fronting north 
on Lake street and south on Randolph, sold 
in 30 for $48 total; three years afterwards 
they brought $100 apiece; eight months sub- 
sequently, during an infant boom, they went 
at 8 They would sell now for over 
$100,000 apiece. Lots in the same vicinity 
sold in 1836 at from $6,000 to $12,000 each. 

In 1844 the northeast corner of Randolph 
and Wells streets brought $300, Mr. C. E. 
Holmes be the purchaser. Two months 
later, Mr. C. L. Peck sold 80x110 feet where 
the Staats-Zeitung Building now stands for 
$350, and in January of that year Tuthill 
King bought a lot in the same block for $600, 
now worth $100,000, 

From 1842 to 1845 the first really heavy and 
important transactions began to be made, 
and Ceok County land made a stride towards 
its subsequent position in Western wealth, 
the assessipent—one-fourth scale—increasing 
from $108,757 in 42 to $2,273,171 in 4, and in 
the books showed an estimate of 84,908, 
256. 


The Government sold of land in Cook 
County between 1835 and 1548, 2,272,565 acres, 
and realized $1.25 per acre, or 52.003.016 for 
it. Duri this period 450,000 acres were 
donated for schools and the canal, making 
2. 700,000 acres given for the $2,903,016 re- 
ceived. 

In 1857 the city assessment of real estate 
was $25,892,308, or about $8,250 per acre for 
the eighteen square miles then included 
within the city limits, which were bounded 
by Fullerton avenue, Sedgwick street, North 
avenue, Western avenue, and Twenty-second 
street. 

Twenty years ago any lot on Washington 
street could have been bought at $200 per 
front foot. Nothing but plain oid brick and 
frame houses occupied it. Lotson this street 
allowing a fair price for improvements, an 
deducting this from the total, have since sold 
at $2,500 per front foot, and it has upon it a 
larger proportion than any other street of 
the finest blocks in the city.

ART IN EXCUSES. 


Some Examples of This Acecomplish- 
ment. 

To make excuses on the spur of the moment. 
excuses both truthful and polite, and so framed 
as not to wound the susceptibilities or in any 
way give offense to those to whom they are ad- 
dressed, is to persons who enter largely into so- 
ciety often a matter of extreme difficulty; and 
through not knowimg how gracefully to extri- 
cate themselves from a position in a way forced 
upon them, they are led into making many en- 
gagements both inconvenient and unwelcome; 
into keeping promises which they would much 
rather not have made; into giving and accepting 
invitations which they would rather not bave 
given or accepted; parting with things which 
they would far rather have kept; leading that 
which they are certain will never be returned; 
meeting people they would rather not meet; 
and so on through every phase of sovial life. 
Who has not heard some good-natured friend 
say, “ I should not have gone, but I did not quite 
know how to get out out of it,” or “I was let in 
for a very dull evening at the A.’s through not 
knowing what excuse to make.“ and a host of 
similar observations, all bearmg upon the 
one point that they have done that 
which they rather not have 
done, occupied time in a manner exactly 
opposit to the one most agreeable to themseives, 
and this is not through a spirit of unselfishness 
and self-sacrifice of personal inclination for the 
pleasure of others, but simply through sheer in- 
ability to make at the right moment an excuse 
both reasonable and polite. The art of maki 
excuses is one which people much in society find 
it absolutely necessary to cultivate if they wish 
to retain any command over their own time, 
their own movements, and. we might add, their 
own property. ‘Tact, or savoir faire,is the key 
to this art, while frankness might certainly be 
termed the lock in which to place the key when 
making polite excuses, It is surprising how far 
frankness will carry one in making an excuse, 
either by word or By ‘letter; it appeals both to 
the good sense and to the common sense of the 
one to whom it is addressed; it softens the re- 
fusal, of whatever character it may be; it gives 
the assurance that no slight is intended, and 
that no arriére pensée exista. However, it not 
unfrequently happens that this r ins qual- 
ity vannot be exercised, and when is is the 
case tactand politeness alone must be employed 
in forming acceptable excuses: and very sxiliful 
and very clever are some in handling these off- 
springs of good menners, and very clumsy are 
others in the usc of them, if they do not alto- 
gether forget what valuable auxiliaries they 


are. 
Society may be compared toa monster kaie- 
idoscope with regard.to the ever-changing and 
innumerable situations it presents to each of its 
members, and although no two situations or set 
of circumstances may be exactly alike, still 
there is a general resemblance throu ut; the 
color is the same if the form differs. Itis re- 
fore almost invidious to select examples in 
illustration of this art or accom ent, if we 
may be allowed the expression. 
question of invitacions offers a large field 
for making polite excuses. Ot course, in the 
case of a written invitation there is the one 


excuse, AZ vious enga 
ment ; but between frien 1 by those witli 
whom frankness is practic this explanation 
is carried a step farther, and the nature of the 
previous engagement is mentioned, and the 
name of him or aAerwith whom it is made. There 
is a certain tiattery in this contidence very 
agreeable to the recipients; and even if unac- 


an assurance of the sincerity of the excuse, and 
it — true politeness so to write where friendship 
exists. 

A previous en ment is also an all-para- 
mount excuse to offer in answer toa verbal in- 
vitation; but it is when there is no such reason 
to give that the awkwardness of making a good 
excuse arises, Whether the iavitation be to form 
a party at the theatre, or to dine, or to lunch, or 
to join a party at some outdoor gathermg, or 
whatever the invitation be. A downright re- 
fusail, ap uncompromising negative, carries on 
the face of it a brusqueness that savors of un- 
graciousness and discourtesy; whereas a polite 
excuse is coinpassed by a little judicious tempor- 
izing. in a way breaking the force of a refusal; 
thus: “ You are very kind; but I am almost 
afraid 1 shail not be able to manage it.“ ete.; or. 
“Thank you very much; but | am afraid you 
must not depend upon me; in fact, I am almost 
certain I shall not be able to come,“ etc.; or, “ I 
am not quite sure what [am going to do on 
Saturday. If you will allow me, I will let you 
know. etc.; or, “it is very of you to 
think of me; but Iam afraid I cannot have the 
pleasure of joining your party. I won't ask you 
to lea ve it open, as | know I shail not be able to 
avail myself of your kind offer.“ ete.; or, 1 
thank you very much, but I very seldom,” etc, 

The ditticnity of making polite excuses is 
sometimes increased when a verbal invitation is 
given toa husband and wife, and they have not 
been abie to consult as to whether they are 
uhanimous in refusing it; or when the invita- 
tion is not given within the bearing of both at 
the same moment. The one way ot extrication 
is for the husband to refertothe engagements 
of his wife. or for the wife to refer to those of 
her husband. nus: Thank you very much, but 
I must talk it over with my husband: I don't 

uite know what his engagements are for that 
day, ete.: or the husband would perhaps give 
his wife the cue that he wished to refuse, by say- 
ing, ** My dear, So-and-so is kind enough to ask 
us, etc., “but lam afraid we shall not be able 
to manage it. 

A variety of excuses, reasons given and rea- 
sons not given, are permissible in answer to all 
invitations save an invitation to dinner, the rule 
being that an invitation to dinner must be ac- 
cepted, unless a bona fide engagement can be 
pleaded in excuse. The question of ill-heaith 
would of course be an all-sufficient reason for 
not dining out; but, on the other hand, verbal 
invitations to dimner would bardly be given to 
those not well enough to accept them. while 
trifling ailments. are never offered as an excuse, 
Polite excuses to unwelcome requests demand 
even more readiness of thought and speech, as 
refusals to such, if not guardedly conveyed, are 
likely to give offense, or create an unpleasant 
feeling of annoyance. | 

There is a large class of trifling requests, but 
which require an army of polite excuses. We 
allude to the raids made by many upon the new 
music, the new books, the new magazines, and 
the new futografs of pheir friends and acquaint 
ances, “Will you lend me this?" or “May I 
borrow that for a few days?” or “May 1 take 
this?—I won't keep it long; or “I must bave 
one of these, I think I'll take this one,"’ perhaps 
selecting the best of the cabinet fotografs just 
sent home. Borrowers of books and music are 
usually those who would scorn to return any- 
thing so trifling. and who express themselves as-

For 
a street costume ot amber and Bayadere 
striped silk, a plain basque is made of the 
plain shaded surah silk, with a skirt just es- 
caping the ground of the same, each of 
the narrow gored breadths bemg 8 
for about half a yard, and 0 
striped material plaited at the top 
and inserted at each opening, leaving the 
fulness at the edge unconfined The striped 
and plain materialsare mingled as drapery, 
the striped being brought from the rightside 
at the waistand carried down to the left 
across the upper partof the front breadth, 
meeting the plain material at the back and 
— ig a and draped with it, forming 
the Kk drapery. The striped silk is plaited 
and placed from the point at the front of the 
basque upand around the neck, forming a 
ruff. The trimming at the edge of the plait- 
ing is passementerie of amber-colored beads, 
and ornaments of the same are placed at the 
top of each insertion of striped material on 
the skirt. 

A suit of olive-green camel’s hair is made 
with a plaited flounce of vertical striped silk 

wool material, the basque drapery 
of which reach to the flounce of the plain 
eamel’s hair, and revers, cuffs, and sash 
drapery of the stripes. No other trimming is 
used on this suit, the arrangement of the 
materials giving it its beauty. 

For a dress of the new figured cotton 
sateen a long polonaise open down the 
front, disclosing a skirt of the solid color of 
the polonaise,—indigo blue,—is trimmed 
with puffings and ruffles of both the figured 
and piain materials. 

For early spring wear the small capotes 
worn during the winter are shown in eo | 
straws. The regular shapes, however, will 
be large, and areso modified with face trim- 
mings as to be more becoming to the majority 
of faces than they were on their first appear- 
ance, when the wide brims were unrelieved 
by aay garniture except a stiff shirring of 
silk.

SALVINI°S ENGAGEMENT. 

Salvini yesterday afternoon finished his en- 
gagement at McVicker’s Theatre. The play was 
“ Othello,” and the house was crowded. During 
bis engagement Salvini has performed eight 
times, and has appeared in four different char- 
acters,—four times as Othello, three as the Gladi- 
ator, once as Hamlet, and once as Macbeth. His 
Othello, owing to the fact that it is his best- 
known assumption in this country, and because 
it is on for the perfect embodiment of which 
his Southern temperament is entirely suited, 
drew very large audiences. His other perform- 
ances were badly patronized when we take into 
consideration the fact that Salvini holds to-day 
the foremost posiuon among living actors. 
There was a reason for the lack of interest in 
his Hamlet, and that reason may be found in 
the fact that he spoke in a _ foreign 
tongue. Hamlet abounds in lengthy philo- 
sophical speeches, the beauty and the force or 
which are lost to an American andience when 
they are delivered in any other lanruage but 
their native Angio-Saxon. There was no reason, 
however, for the thin houses when he presented 
his Giladiater, a piece of acting which, as we 
have said, except for the limitations imposed by 
the dramatist, woujd be ranked with his Othello. 
His Macbeth was given upon a night when the 
most severe snow-storm of the winter came, and 
that can account for the comparatively ligut. 
not absolutely bad, audience in attendance upon 
the performance. various works have 
been reviewed as they came up for considera- 
tion, and we need bere only make one refiection 
in look ing over the entire engagement, and that 
is in regard to the artistic affectation, as shown 
in this engagement, that exists among the play- 
goers of this city. When Bernhardt came here 
and played tweive times in two weeks at larger 
pecs than Salvini charged, at no performance 

ad she as small an audience as attended any of 
the great Italian's efforts except his Othelio. 
Aud yet Bernhardt and Salvini as artists in the 
true, glowing, full meaning of the word, can- 
not be mentioned in the same breath. Bern- 
hardt is a piece of dramatic clock-work, a prod- 
uct of training and hard, inflexibie study, arti- 
ficial and tricky. Sue is Bernkardt, and io all 
the characters she rtrayed she was nothing 
more and nothing less. Saivini, on the other 
hand. has quite as five a knowledge of the 
mechanism of acting as bis French sister. Be- 
sides he has a versatility that his French sister 
knows nothing of, and that spark of genius 
which illuminates everything he undertakes 
ene raises it to thé plane of greatness. Nature 

d art have lovingly combined to make Salvini 
a great actor: art has turned out Bernhardt. 
Bernhardt came. Her managers had worked 
up an interest over ber outside of her merits as 
an actress. Public curiosity was mistaken for 
artistic veneration, and playgoers flocked to see 
ber. No such outside interest was worked up 
over Saivini. He came simply upon his merits 
asanactor. We have seen the result,

HENRY BERGH’S GREAT PLAY. 

Henry Bergh, the New York gentieman who 
takes such a lively interest in the welfare of 
four-footed creatures, bas written a play called 
“ Love's Aiternative.” It was produced in New 
York during the past week.

There are scenes in Mr. Bergh’s drama that are 
80 powerful to stir the emotions and rouse the 
dormant passions of the ungarded spectator 
that it would be unsafe to permit their repre- 
sentation before a mixed audience. Mr. Bergh's 
discretion in the matter, however, put any dan- 
cor of the sort out of the question, and the peo- 
ple in the Union League Theatre last evening 
abstained from any unbecoming demonstration 
whatever. Indeed, the curtain was allowed to 
go dowu in such silence as would have adorned 
a funeral, and the only interruptions that oc- 
curred were when some people went away about 
the middie of the drama, and when some others 
who brougbt floral offerings for the beautiful 
heroine had to create an occasion for their pres- 
entation. 

“The proceedings began with music by Mr. 
Bergh's orchestra, which was trying to the 
nerves, and then Mr. Bergh entered with an im- 
pressive demeanor and a dress-suit, and took his 
seat among the congregation. At the Union 
League Theatre there are, unfortunately, no 
boxes from which a dramatic auihor may bow 
his acknowledgments when be is called for by 
the admiring audience, so that Mr. Bergh had to 
sit in front in order to witness his play. The 
awkwardness of calling for the author under 
these conditions was at once apparent, and was 
duly avoided.

LAKE-SHORE WATER-WORKS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Caicaco, March 4.—Now that the subject of 
our water-supply and the disposal of the city 
sewerage is thoroughly arousing the publio 
mind, and as our neighborson the south have 
brought the subject before the Legislature, so 
far as disposing of the sewage is concerned, it 
seems to me that it is the interest of the city to 
have some measure adopted so that the sewage 
disposal shall not in any way contaminate the 

water 


It is very evident that some measure must be 
adopted, both for the relief of the people south, 
and our rapidly-growing city, which, in the near 
future, prom to be the second city in num- 
bers and importance on the continent. We have 
all the elements and geographical position to 
make it so, if we only avail ourselves of what is 
atour command. Our lake affords the purest 
reservoir of drinking-water within the reach of 
any large city. Our sewerage system threatens 
to destroy the purity of our drinking-water, or 


“sting out and cause sickness and death to our 


neigbhors ou the south, along the line of the 
canai and river. Iam one that believes that the 
authorities in the discharge of their duty to the 
public have no right to do or allow this any 
ionger than it is possible to make positive repar- 


The subject has been quite thoroughly and 
variously discussed by experts and scientists, 
sufficiently so to prove that at times our drink- 
ing water is im ated with more or less fiith, 
und to prove our neighbors on the south 
cannot and will not endure what they have had 
to for one pees Pee 

It bas n that a ship canal would cure 
both the evils. All such advocates seem to 
lose sight of the limited capacity of the South 
Branch. I do not su that any of the ship- 
canal projectors anticipate removing the mam- 
moth vlevatora, packing-houses, raitroad depots, 
freight houses, bridges, and numerous railroad 
tracks that line the river on both sides, tor the 
purpose of widening the same, without which 
even aship- canal would not remove the dif- 
ficuity, but for portion of the season. 
With a cram South Branch acting but stlug- 
gishiy, the solids and putrid d ts from the 
sewers, slaughter and rendering houses will set- 
tle to the bottom of the various branches and 
forks of the river, only to be disturbed by the 
freshets from the watersheds tributary to the 
various branches, When this occurs the ac- 
cumulated filth in the bottoms and forks of the 
river, and from the decayed vegetathon on the 
surface and in the is of the 340 square miles 
of watersbed that flow into the various branches 
and iorks of the river, get thoroughly washed 
out. Out where? Let some tell to what distance 
into the lake this stuff does not go with a favor- 
able westerly wind, and mingie with the water 
that is pumped back for citizens to drink. Some 
argue t our water is so much better than it 
was before the tunnel was made into 
the lake that the peopie ought not 
to complain. I well remember those days 
as well as the days when we had to rely upon 
getting our water-supply from casks brought to 
our doors, and the old wooden-pump ye 
fore the present works were extended into the 
lake, however, the river wash had no compari- 
son with the present, and the present will have 
no comparisou with the future, w.th its antici- 
pated growth in all its departments, unless some 
measure commensurate with said increase is 
adopted. Asit now is some may get compara- 
tively pure water, and other particies of rank 
poison. 

My observation for the past several years, 
since the deepening of the canal, has been that 
for a good portion of four months of the season 
the water from the 350 square miles ot water- 
shed rushes into the river and its forks at times 
of freshets in a quantity about four times more 
than the South Branch can carry away. This 
surplus finds finds relief by the main river into 
the lake, carrying with it tons of refuse and 
putrid matter. 

Now this state of th is inevitably the case 
for all time to come—only worse—with the pres- 
ent capacity of the North Branch. In these cal- 
culations ot surpius flow and the limit of escape, 
I take as a basis the various estimates mude by 
expert engineers as reported and commented 
u at a meeting of the Engineers’ Club March 

1880. At that meeting it was shown that the 
average daily fiow of water for a month was 
about 70,000,000 cubic feet more than could pass 
down the South Branch ana canal. Now, if this 
is the casé on an averuge per month, itis evi- 
dent that at times of freshet there are days, as 
before mentioned, when at least four times as 
much, or 000 cubic feet of water, pass into 
the lake in twenty-four hours, more than can 

down the South Branch. Now, with such 
an overplus of fil water, carrying with it the 
accumulated filth of the river into the lake, who 
can say it does not low miles beyond the receiv-

The City of New York has in contemplation 
the project to bring its water-supply from Lake 
George, hu of miles away. Pure 
ing- water is a very essential element of 
to ull large cities, and must be obtained, if w 
in reach, at whatever cost. If we keep on with 
our present system, only by extending it for 
temporary relief, our present fears of epidém- 
ics will only be intensiiied from time oa,

A meeting @ the Chicago Clearing-House 
Committee, consisting of Mr. George Schneider, 
President of the Nationa! Bank of Lilinois and 
President of the Clearing-House; Mr. L. J. 
Gage, Cashier of the First National Bank; Mr. 
John De Koven, Cashier of the Merchants’ Na- 
tlonul Bank; Mr. John J. P. Odell, Cashier of 
the Union National Bank; Mr. Orson Smith, 
Cashier of the Corn Exchange Bank, and Mr. 
James D. Sturges, Cashier of the Northwestern 
Nationa! Bank, was held yesterday morning 
hear the report of the Sub-Committee, consi 
ing of Messrs. Smith and Odell, appointed Friday 
to examine into the delay of the Inter- 
national Bank in paying its balances at 
the Clearing-House ou Thursday. On re- 
ceiving the report, the Clearing-House 
Cow mittee adjourned till half - past 
8 o'clock to give the officers of the bank au op- 
portunity to be present during its consideration 
and make such explanations as were needed. At 
this meeting a statement of the condition of the 
bank was made which showed that its liabilities 
consisted of $675,000 capital, surplus, and net 


earnings to date, and deposits to the amount of 


$2,000,600, Of this amount about $440,000 de- 
longs to country banks, and $300,000 to the City 
of Chicago, through City Treasurer Seipp. 
There are $152,000 due on time certificates of de- 
posits. Against these liabilities are assets as 
follows: In bills of exchange, $484,000; collec- 
tions, $68,000; balances due, $17,000; cash, $139,- 
000; and bills receivable, $1,800,000. The 
bank bolds the title to $533,080 worth of 
real estate, and has $200,000 of past due real- 
estate paper secured by reai estate to which it 
expects to get the titie. This exhibit of assets 
was accompanied by explanations which de- 
cided the Committee to regard the bank as soi- 
vent, and as not needing the discipline of the 
Clearmg- House Committee, which has power to 
suspend, or of the Clearing- House itself, which 
bas power to expel. President Loewenthal 
proffered the security of Messrs. Rosenfeld, 
Rosenberg, and H. A. Kohn for the payment of 
the daily Clearing- House balances, which the 
Committee accepted as satisfactory. The bauk 
will receive $250,000 in gold to-morrow from 
New York, which is now on the way. 
and has a large amount of foreign exchange 
which is an available cash asset. Among 
its stockholders are L. Wampold, Michael 
Brand, Messrs. Rosenfeld and Rosenberg, and 
H. A. Kohn, and other large capitalists. The 
Directory alone, Mr. Loewenthal claims, repre- 
sents about $10,000,000. Under the bank's char- 
ter the stockholders have a double liability— 
that 1s, in case of suspension of payments, each 
would be liable for the amount of his stock, and 
asmuch more. On the statement made by the 

ra, the Clearing- House Committee voted to 
take no further action. 

There was in stocks a slight tendency at the 
opening to lower prices, but this quickly disap- 
peared, and under the manipulation of power- 
ful cliques; easy money, and the announcement 
that the Secretary of the Treasury had decided 
to allow banks that had deposited legal-tenders 
for the retirement of circulation to take them 
back again, the market advanced.

Impressions are taken of the seals, 
and, when it is considered practicabie, these are 
removed, and the enveiope afterwards opened 
by the steaming process. Should the seals offer 
too much difficulty, I am told that the envelope 
is carefully slit with a delicate steel instrument, 
the trace of which can only be followed with the 
help of a magnifying-giass. The stamp showing 
the hour at which the letter reached the Post- 
Office is then obliterated, so as to conceal the de- 
lay; and the letter is delivered to the addressee 
in ordinary cguree.

LIMA, 


The Capital of Peru, Now in the Hands 
of the Chillans.

The present unhappy condition of affairs in 
Peru forcibly recalls contrasting circumstances 
that came under my observation some years 
ago, when the vessel (the Saginaw) on which I 
was an officer came to anchor under the lee of 
San Lorenzo Island. in the Harbor of Callao. 
The Peruvians were then in great giee at their 
recent victory overa Spanish fleet, whose ves- 
sels were formidable opponents, but neverthe- 
less powerless to cope with the batteries on the 
shore. We remained in this port fifteen days, a 
portion of which time the Saginaw was lying be- 
tween the United States flagship Lancaster aad 
the English flagship Leander, while nearer the 
shore was anchored the United States double- 
ender Wateree. Hundreds of vessels of all na- 
tions occupied the bay. conspicuous among 
which were the beautiful war-steamers of the 
Peruvian navy, all of which were destroyed last 
month by the Chilians, whose fleet, with neutral 
vesseis, now entirely occupy the bay. 

During our sojourn in this peaceful harbor, 60 
well protected by the islands and the peninsula 
from fierce south winds, nothing happened to 
disturb the serenity of our surroundings, which 
were truly welcome after a rough passage from 
Panama. Leaving the latter place at daylight 
Aug. 15, we “ crossed the line on the 18th, 
where, instead of the hot weather whicp is gen- 
erally understood to prevailin this locality, we 
experienced quite the reverse. In fact, it was 
0 cool that blankets were required at night, and 
overcoats in the daytime greatly contributed to 
our comfort. After passing the Equator, the 
sea became more boisterous and the wind more 
chilling, until within two days’ sail of Callao. 
Instead of flocks of sea-gulls, which usually 
Toliow vessels in the Northern Hemisphere, we 
now bad the beautiful and graceful Cape Horn 
pigeons soaring ahove us, which kept us com- 
pany until we rounded the Horn and again 
neared the Equator by the Atlantic. 

The Bay of Callao is formed by the Isiand of 
San Lorenzo, which is separated from the main 
land by a narrow passage of water. This island 
is now the prisonof nearly 3,000 Peruvian soldiers 
captured by the victorious Chilians; while the 
shores present a sickening spectacle of the hor- 
rors ot war, human débris greeting you atevery 
turn,—the mutilated remains of the thousands 
of men that were strewo thereon not having 
been yet entirely removed.’ These remnants of 
mortality will not remain long, however, as the 
great vulture of the Andes is watching from 
hights all robed in snow, coévail with creation, 
the putrefying refuse of this nether world; and 
his keen glance, always surveying the surface of 
the earth, will not be long in discovering this 


dainty prey. The vulture of the Andes deserves 
more than a passing glance. Soaring far above 


‘the thunder-clouds this ravenous bird sails 


along. but never stoops his wing unless at the 
call of hunger, when he is lured from bis bome 
in the dark blue heavens and descends from hi 
dizzy hights. The wonderful history of 
vulture of the Andes rivals that of griffins and 
dragons in tictitious attributes ana extrava- 
gant exaggerations; and legendary lore 
ascribes to it wonderful atmospheric disturb- 
andes that once hurled avalanches from the 
mountains and buried vil ow. 

The City of Caliao was plainly distinguished 
from the Bay, with its volumes of smoke from 
factories and machine-shops; but these are 
silent now under the stern rule of martial law, 
while starvation and death are confronting their 
victims almost as ruthlesly as the sword. Like 
all commercial cities, the water-front of Callao 
presented a vast scene of bustle and confusion; 


‘to-day it is the bustle and contusion conse- 


quent upon war. A short distance from the 
principal landing is the railroad-depot, near 
which stands the castle, containing the arsenal, 
which is still safe and sound. iu spite of the 
efforts of a demoralized pulace to destroy it, 
as they had the vessels of the Peruvian navy. 
This demoralization of a people usually so or- 
derly seems incredible, as Spanish courtes 
never forgets itself, even ina frenzy. Of this 
bave been a frequent witness, and especially on 
one occasion, when at least 4,000 people assem- 
bied at a concert in the open air. There was no 
jamming or crushing, every one seeming dis- 
to make way for his neighbor,—conse- 
quently rendering the affair satisfactory and 
easant. Andlaiso thought our pushing, el- 
wing Americans would do well do take pattern 
from this example.

fusion of valu ornments, among which 
recious stones are most conspicuous. The 
mmense pillars supporting tho gigantic dome 
are hung trom top to bottom with crimson vel- 
vet, while in the subterranean apartments the 
visitor is shown the tomb where rest, it is said, 
the remains of the mighty Pizarro. The exterior 
of the Cathedral is not so imposing as some 
other churches in the city, except as regards its 
tsize. A bigh tower and steeple, contain- 
ee tower and beils, stand at eacb corner of the 
front, while the main entrance is approached 
by a flight of stone steps extending ulong the 
whole breadth of the building. Wuen the bei 
rings at sunset every one in the street un- 
covers his bead, all conveyances cease moving, 
some devout people kneel, and all for a few 
moments display an aspect of intense solem- 


nity. 

Leaving the Plaza, and proceeding along the 
Calle dei Palacio, we pass under a large stone 
archway built over the street, and, crossing the 
long bridge over the Rimac, at length reach the 
Alameda de los los, or Promenade of the 
Barefooved Friars. ‘This is a fairy-like spot. It 
is about 1.500 or 1. 00 Teet long. and about one- 
fourth as wide. At the entrance are six marbie 
statuesotf colossal proportions, raised on lofty 
pedestals. Up the centre is a wide, graveled 
path, along the sides of which are arranged life- 
sized statues representing the months of the 
year. Between and surroundi these ure ex- 
quisit flowers springing up, and entwining the 
innumerabie marbie urns; while at the extrem- 
ity of the walk is a picturesque fountain. The 
centre of the Alameda is inclosed by a hand- 
some iron railing, bordered by rows of closely- 
planted trees, from which otber paths diverge,— 
or, I may say, boulevards, abounding in trees. 
The whole scene is doubly enhanced in beauty 
by the precipitous hillof San Christobel, which 
arises directiy behind the Alameda, at the foot 
of which is a convent Eli Convento de los 
Descaizos), the abode of monks who go bare- 
footed, and where alms are given to the poor 
every day. 

On the banks of the Rimac, a short distance 
from the main portions of the city, lies the old 
Alameda La Alameda Vieja). It is greatly 
dilapidated, and has long since falten into dis- 
use; but the rows of immense towering trees 
prociaim it to have been at one time a place of 
surpassing beauty. The only ornament it now 
contains is a statue of Cbristopher Columbus,— 
truty a magnificent work of art, —- in exe- 
cution, and noble in design. On a pedestal 
about tweive feet from the ground, the great 
discoverer is depicted with bis eyes prayerfully 
uplifted: while at bis feet an indian giri is 
kneeling, who grasps with eagerness the crucifix 
that is offered to her by Columbus. 

Among the interesting features of Lima is the 
College of Mechanical Arts, which is a Govern- 
ment institudion, and supplies work for the bead 
as well as the hands,—at the same time offering 
innumerable attractions to the eye. The in- 
terior contains gardens with flowers and statu- 
ary, together with numerous apartments for the 
display and manufacture of mecbanicai works 
of various descriptions, 

Not far from here is a small piaza (La Plaza de 
la Lnquisicion), on one side of which is the old 
Church of the Spanish Inquisition, and on the 
other the Halls of Congress. Rising promi- 
nently in the centre is the bronze equestrian 
statue of Gen. Simon Bolivar, the pedestal of 
which contains representatives in bas-reliefs of 
various batties iu the war for the independence 
of Peru and the other South American States. 

In one corner of this square is the smal! Church 
of Santa Maria, of which it is said that during a 
great earthquake an image of the Virgin 
therein turned completely around,—thus, ac- 
cording to the legend, saving the church aud 
the peeple who flocked thither from destruc- 
tion, although the surrounding bulidings were 
all demolished. 

One of the principal churches Limais that 
of St. Augtistine (La Eglisia de ugustip). 
Here Spanish taste for decoration is displayed 
in its most lavish profusion, the whole of the In- 
terior being a vast, glittering mass of tinsel and 
showy adornment. Its frontis beautirully em- 
bellished by the most intricate art of the sculp- 
tor; but the interior is hung with flimsy drapery 
of variegated colors, suspended in festouns from 
the bigh vaulted dome, and from the pillars and 
columns; while myriads of glittering spangies, 
and polished paper in all hues and devices, re- 
mind one of childish Christmas decorations in 
our own country. Unlike most of the oid Span- 
ish religious edifices, this is kept seru- 
pulously clean and free from dust or mold. 
which is indeeda rare thing in Lima. In a city 
abounding as this does with innumerable items 
of interest, the Church of St. Augustine should 
not be forgotten by the traveler. Besides, it 
contains the image of Jesus Christ represented 
as a negro, the existence of which has been so 
often disputed.

SMOKE PREVENTION. 


The Views of an En@ish Expert—Pre- 
venting Smoke Witheut Special Ap- 
paratus—Careful Steking Needed to 
Abate the Nuisance. 

Cincinnati Gazette, March 1. 

The ladies who have formed the Society for 
the Promotion of Cleanliness have received an- 
other letter from Mr. H. M. Laue, a mechanical 
engineer, tormeriy of this city, but now living 
in England. This communication, which is dated 
Feb. 16, is as follows: a 

Yesterday I called on Mr. L. F. Fletcher, Chief 
Engiucer of the Manchester Steam-Users’ Asso- 
ciation. The object of the Association is to pre- 
vent boiler; explosions, and attain economy in 
the use of steam. Mr. Fietcher, being its scien- 
tific head, is its most important officer. In the 
museum attached to the offices are exhibited ex- 
amples of nearly every defect, dangerous or 
otherwise, which their system of examination 
has brought to light. This is not an insurance 
company, butan association which employs the 
best skill in the land to watch over the construc- 
tion of their boilers at the yard to see that tliey 
are properly set, and are provided with the nec- 
essary minor fixtures for safety, convenience, 
and economy. The boilers are inspected peri- 
odicaily. The engines are indicated, and tests 
made to ascertain the amount of water evap- 
orated per pound of coal, and the hurse-power 
developed per pound of water. They have a 
model boiler set ub in their museum, so that 
when members doubt the correctness of 
anything on their own  ~Oboilers they 
may see how it should be, and have it fuily 
explaind. With the ordinary form of boiler- 
setting, as exhibited by m, they have 
evaporated ten and a half unds of 
water at 100 deg. per pound of coal. the average 
of Cincinnati boilers would range between five 
and eight pounds per pound of coai. Au asso- 
ciation in Cincinnati which would consider econ- 
omy in both engine and boiier. as well as safety, 
would be of greater benetit than the insurance 
companies waich consider the safety of the boil- 
er alone. The special object of my visit was to 
obtain Mr. Fletéher’s views of the many devices 
for the prevention .of smoke, he having con- 
ducted a series of experimeuts extending over a 
— ot two years, one of the objects in view 

eing to ascertain whether or not special appli- 
ances were essential to the prevention of sinoke. 

His views being weil expressed on a report on 

the experiments, I select the following extracts, 

hoping they may prove interesting to some: Ine 
water evaporated was carefully measured and 
the coal weighed, while the smoke was observed 
and registered throughout every minute of each 
experiment,” (It is to be hoped that in future 
tests in Cincinnati one minute instead of worth- 
less 7% minute observations will be made.) 

“ Three modes of firing was adopted. No. 1, 

‘firing; No, 2, ‘coking’ firing: 

No. 3, * alternate side’ firing. ‘Spreading’ 


cbanical and hand firing; also the result of 
rorcibly injecting air among the gases by means 


of steam jets. . 

N tn these trials not be exhaustive, 
it bas been found that smoke may bs prevented, 
whether firing mechanically or by band, without 
any special appliance, or when the combustion 
of the is assisted by driving in currents of 
air by jets of steam. I think these triais fully 
establish the conclusion that the smoke nuisance 
admits in all cases of considerable abatement, 
and in most of total removal. As already stated, 
the only dichoulty is in those cases where the 
boilers are ove ed, and these, it would ap- 
pear, could be assisted by mechanical feeding or 
the use of the steam jet apparatus, while in 
many of them the difficulty could be met by re- 
setting the boilers, or renewing the chimney 80 
as to improve the draught, or at all events by 
additional boiler power. With sutticient boiler 
power the smoke question is settied. . . . 

“I ecannot conciude these remarks without 
calling attention to the great influence of care- 
ful stoking simply ou smoke prevention. 
trials have proved how much depends upon the 
proper use of the shovel. George Weeks. who 
has tired the boilers throughout this series of 
experiments, takes aß interest in his work, and 
considers atoking h fession. In this way 1 
thiak it should be ed. Firing is an art and 
should be treated as Such, and not as a slapdash, 
random process, which any untaugh? laborer. 
can accomplish. Toa great extent our smoke 

roducers are the stokers. Educate the stokers 
in their part and smoke will be prevented. They 
should be instructed in the first instance bow to 
fire without producing smoke,—be stimu- 
lated to constant care by a fine on fall- 
ure and a premium on success. If 
steam users were united in the movement the 
question would soon be settled. A stoker would 
then fequire a diploma of competence as a 
‘smoke preventer’ before obtaining u post, and 
his livetinood would depend upon his skill. The 
question, after all. is not one entirely of science. 
As soon as the public became sufliciently edu- 
cated on the subject to demand the suppression 
ot the nuisance, and stokers are placed in their 
proper position, smoke will be abolished. The 
question is as much a social as a scientific one, 
and to exhaust it fully one must travel into other 
fieids than those of material science only. But 
this I leave to other hands, though I cannot heip 
expressing the hope that these experiments will 
prove a step toward suppressing the smoke nui- 
sance, and thus of promoting a most important 
sanitary and social reform.”

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In the 270 years which have elapsed since 
the former revision of the Bible, known as 
the King James version; much additional 
light has been gained in the Greek of the 
New Testament. Manuscript evidence has 
been multiplied many fold. The great labors 
of such scholars as Mill, Bengel, Wetstein, 
Griesbach, Lachmann, Tischendort, and Tre- 
gelles have yielded great results. There 
have been discovered one manuscript—the 
Sinaitic—containing the entire New Testa- 
ment, and another—the V —contain ing 
the larger portion, and these probably writ- 
ten as early as the middle of the fourth cen- 
tury; two others, the Alexandrine and the 
Ephraem, belonging to middle of the fifth 
century, and the Cambridge manuscript of 
the Gospels and Acts, of the century follow- 
ing. In all there are now extant twenty- 
seven ancient and authentic manuscripts of 
the Gospels, ten of the Acts and General 
Episties, eleven of the Pauline Episties, and 
five of Revelation. On the other hand, the 
editors of the King James version possessed 
only asmall number of inferlgrand com- 
paratively modern manuseripts, and those 
imperfectly collated. It is by reason of this 


increased knowledge that the revision 
has been made, and, consequently, on 
the 6th of May, 1870, the Convoca- 


tion ot Canterbury appointed a committee 
of biblical scholars of the Church of England 
to revise, for public use, the authorized ver- 
sion of the Bible, giving the Committee 
power to associate with themselves repre- 
sentative scholars of other denominations. 
In 1871, by invitation of the English revisers, 
a similar American Committee was formed, 
composed of distinguished scholars of all the 
evangenical denomimaiions, and divided, like 
the English Committee, into two companies, 
. — for the Old Testament and one for the 
New. 

Among the more widely known of the 
names on the Knglish side are the Rt.-Rev. 
Dr. Browne, Bishop of Winchester (Chair- 
man 0. ‘gt Archbishop Trench, Bishops 
Thirlwall, Ellicott (Chairman N. T.), Light- 
foot, and Wilberforce; Deans Alford, Scott, 
and Stanley., the Rev. Prof. Leathes Canon 
Westcott, and Prebendary Scrivener.

THE IMPENITENT’S DESTINY 


THE DOCTRINE OF ANNIHILATION TAUGHT 
BY A REFORMED BPISCOPAL MINISTER. 


Much interest has been excited among the 
attendants of St. John’s Reformed Episcopal 
Church in this city by a series of sermons by 
the Rector, the Rev. J.“ D. Wilson, taking 
bold ground against the doctrine of eternal 
punishment. Mr. Wilson is recognized as 
one of the ablest thinkers in the Chicago pul- 
pit, and his expressions on this subject have 
made some stir among his brother clergy- 
men, some of whom look upon then as 
heterodox and dangerous, while others ad- 
mit that they have long privately held simi- 
lar views. A reporter of Tue Trieune has 


abstract of his argument, which in his ser- 
mons was fortified, by numerous proofs from 
Scripture as well as from reason. He was 
very reluctant to express his views for publi- 
cation, having a strong dislike to anything 
like notoriety or sensationalism, but had no 
hesitation in affirming his convictions. He 
said: 

I hold the view commonly called“ condi- 
tional immortality,”—i. e., eternal life exists 
enly in union with Jesus Christ. The argu- 
ment will be from reason and Scripture. 

I. Reason—First—There.is a difference be- 
tween right and; wrong believers and sin. 
They ought to be viewed differently by God 
wand treated accordingly. 

Second—It is evident that in the present 
state of things vice is not always punished 
nor virtue always rewarded. -Hence a recti- 
fication is to be looked for,—a time of retri- 
bution. 

Third—In what will that retribution con- 
sist? Lanswer: in such punishment as shall 
be just and right, ending with extinctios. 
Eternal torment is not just. It is excessive, 

and a just God eannot Intlict it. Moreover 
eternal torment implies eternal sinning, and 
eternal sinning involves a defeat of God. It 
would make the Devil as powerful as 
and virtually 2 — ae are two Gods, one o 

evil and one of good. 

Fourth—All existing life in plants and 
animals shows that all such life has possibil- 
ities, but the attainment of those ibili- 
ties does not always follow, All blossoms 
are possibile fruits, but only some come to 
fruition. All eggs are possible animals, but 
only some attain their destiny, So ail men 
are . immortais, but some fall to reach 
im mortality. 

Fifth—We cannot by reason prove man im- 
mortal: the best we can do isto prove that 
he is capable of immortality. -

Decipherment of the Hieroglyfics on the 
New York Pillar. 


Commemoration of the Two Greatest 
Pharoahs of Egyptian History. 


The Oldest Dating Back to Sixteen Hun- 
dred Years Before Christ. 


Every one who looks upon the obelisk 
which has been set up in New York Central 
Park will desire to know the meaning of the 
strange signs carved upon it, and of the work 


| itself. There is some variation in the decifer- 


ments made by learned scholars, but the most 


trustworthy doubtiess is that of Dr. Heinrich 


Brugsch Bey, which has been translated by 
the New York Herald. The distjnguished 


Egyptologist observes: Obelisks have their 


origin in the very earliest period of Egyptian 
antiquity. It is true that no obelisks, either 
whole or in fragments, dating from so remote 
an age, are now known to be extant; but the 
inscriptions which cover the mortuary 
chapels and monuments of the fourth and 
fifth dynasties—that is, from 3,700 to 5,500 
years B. C.—prove beyond any doubt that the 
Egyptians of those days were familiar with 
the use of obelisks, which were 
» CONSECRATED TO THE SUN, 

—the most ancient as well as the most natural 
symbol of that One Eternal Divinity wor- 
shiped by the Egyptians. 

These inseriptions moreover bear out the 
traditions described by Pliny, who expressly 
says that obelisks were always so placed as 
to be in symmetrical] proportion to the rays 
of the sun; and Egyptian hieroglyfies 
prove that the shape of these singular monu- 
ments was intended to recall the form of the 
sun's rays, which, emerging from a given 
point and spreading over the surface of the 
earth, seem to awaken nature and give re- 
newed life to all animate beings. This ¢on- 
nection between obelisks and the sun is stil! 
farther shown by the fact that all known 
Egyptian obelisks are dedicated to the sun 
and to solar divinities, such as Ra and Tum 
at Heliopolis, and Amon-ra at ‘Thebes. 

The great city of obelisks was 

ON, OR HEIAOPOLIS, 
with its renowned Temple of the Sun-god, 
bearing the name “Pi-tum’’—that is. the 
House of Tum.” This name was also ap- 
plied to the city itself, which thus bore the 
sacred aypellation of “Pi-Tum.” The 
sanctuary in question was composed 
of a vast number of pylons, halis, 
and chambers, among which the texts 
often mention “The Hall of the Two Obe- 
lisks”’—in Egyptian Hut-beben, where tho 
sun was worshiped under the two names of 
Ra a Tum—that is, the rising sun and the 
setting sun. The most glorious 
Egypt all made a point of adding to the 
splendor of this sacred city, the still linger- 
ing relics of which may now be seen near 
the squalid fellah Village of Matarieh, about 
eight miles distant from Cairo. These Kings 
caused obelisks to be erec ted flanking both 
sides of the various pylons or entrance gates 

e Sun Temple of On. One of these still 
remains standing upon the same spot where 
it was erected, nearly twenty-five centuries 
before the birth of Christ, by the King, Usor- 
tasen I. Each of the four faces of this monu- 
ment, of Syenite granit, bears a single long 
line of hieroglyfs. The inse ription contains 
merely the five appellations of Usortasen I., 
to which is added a formula of astronomical 

ignification. 

mav as well here remark that all Eevp- 
tian Kings had five distinct appellations, 
which were always preceded by 
FIVE TITLES. 
Rü titles are: 

The Name of the Royal Standard, pre- 
* * and indicated by the words, Horus,“ 

or „Morus the Sun.“ 

The Official Title, preceded by the words, 
“The King of Upper and Lower Egypt,” or 
A Lord of the Two Worlds.“ 

3.. The Crown Title, preceded by the words, 
„The Lord of the ‘Diadews of the Vulture 
and of the Serpent Ouraios.” 

4. The Family Name, indicated by the ex- 
* The Son of the Sun.“ 

The Title of The Victorious,” pre- 
»The Golden Horus,” 

All these Kings bore these five titles from 
the moment of their coronation. These 
names are always inscribed upon their mon- 
uments, and the New York obelisk is no ex- 
ception to this rule. 

THE FOLLOWING LITERAL TRANSLATION 
of the text inscribed upon the obelisk of 
Usortasan L, still standing at Heliopolis 
should be compared with that of the New 
York obelisk: 

Horus the Sun—The life of that which is

One cannot fail to admire 

THE STRIKING SIMPLICITY 
of this inscription, which covers the four 
sides of an obelisk of such gigantic propor- 
tions. it merely tells us the five names of 
the King who caused the obelisk to be erect- 


ed at the commencement of an astronomical 


period, which was renewed every thirty 
years. The mention of the City of On, so 
often spoken of in the Bible, is of consider- 
able importance, for we are thus assured 
that this famous city was situated upon the 
plains near the modern village of Matarieh. 
for- 
merly ornamented the grand pylons of the Sun 
Temple at On only three remain,—the one 1 
have just described, and the two Alexandria 
obelisks now in London and New York. The 
two last both date fram the reign: of Thut- 
mes III. (about 1600 B. C.), and onee embel- 
lished the Temple of the Sun-god Known by 
the appellation of Tum—the Setting Sun. 

There is in the centre of Egypt—at the 
boundary between Egypt properly speaking 
and N ubia— 


A WIDE ZONE OF GRANIT 


which crosses from east to west the limestone 
region of which the long Valley of the Nile 
is composed. Toward the east of the Town 
of Assouan—the ancient Syene—is found a 
broad site which at each step furnishes evi- 
dence of having been the great quarry from 
which granit was obtained during the far 
distant periods of Egyptian history. The 
stune—whether of the prevailing pink or the 
rarer black hue—is that which the classic au- 
thors have described as the granit of Syene, 
or syenite. The numerous obelisks which 
once ornamented the gates of the sacred edi- 
fices of Egypt, as well as other more solid 
monuments which antiquities have handed 
down to us, were made of this granit. A 
most palpable proof of this exists to-day in 
an obelisk often visited by medern tourists 
which still remains partially unsevered from 
rock of this quarry and which was aban- 
doned for reasons of which we must proba- 
bly ever remain in ignorance. Had ethis obe- 
lisk been finished it would have been the 
largest in the world. 

NUMEROUS DEDICATORY INSCRIPTIONS

I could give in- 
numerable examples that give evidence of the 
wonderfal activity which prevailed at this 
Red Mountain,” where the New York ob- 
elisk was quarried. 

THUTMES IIL 

This obelisk was made at the command of 
Tnutmes III., who reigned sixteen centuries 
before the birth of Christ. It was this 
famous conqueror who planted his standard 
in the centre of Africa and who erected 
massive stone monuments on the banks of 
the Euphrates in memory of his victories. 
Wisning to honor the solar divinity in the 
Temple of On, he caused two obelisks to be 
constructed, bearing his names and titles, as 
an offering of thanks for the divine pro- 
Yeetion which his god had deigned 
to accord him during his campaign in 
Central Africa and on the plains of 
Mesopotamia. The inscriptions which he 


caused to be made form the middle perpen-. 


dicular lines of each of the four faces of the 
New York obelisk. Unfortunately only upon 
two faces has the text remained intact. In 
the translatio#¥ which I pre oe below 1 have in- 
dicated these two faces by the letters A and 
B. As to we five names of the King | would 
refer to the remarks at the commencement of 
this article. The two faces C and D have 
heen so exposed to the influence of the 
weather and sea air that most of the text of 
the middie lines has disappeared. 

The tops of obelisks, as is well known 
were in the shape of pyramids—the so-called 
pyramidion, Hieroglyphic writings tell us 
expressly that these pyramidions were sur- 
mounted by a covering of briliiant bronze, the 
reflection of which was Visible at a great dis- 
tance, and the Arab historians of the Middle 
Ages assure us that the obelisks now resnain- 
ingat Matarieh—the ancient On—still bore 
in their day a covering ot a very lastrous 
copper. The inscriptions and text which 
cover threefaces of the pyramidion of the 
New York obelisk—the inscriptions of the 
fourth face being no longer legivje—date 
from the time of Thutmes III. 1 give their 
signification so far as can be decifered with 
certainty. 

RAMSES II. 

Three centuries after the death of Thufmes 
III., the most glorious monarch not only of 
the Elahteench Dynasty, but also of ail Egyp- 
tian history, one of his descendants, Kam- 
essu by naue, ascended the throne of Zeypt. 
Ramessu, when quite a youth, was crowned 
curing the lifetime of his father, Seti L. 
During his long reign of sixty-six years he 
did tis utmost to reéstablish and mantam 
the rule of the Pharaohs in foreign lands, 
which had revelied against Egyptian dom- 
ination. His wars against the people of Pal- 
estine, and especially against that valiant na- 
tion, the Hittites, in Northern Syria, are his- 
toric facts, which are Ulustrated by inscrip- 
tions and representations upon monuments 
and papyrus and by tradition, Ramessu II. 
was knuwn to classic authors by the name of 
Sesostris, derived from Sestura, one of his 
Egyptian surnames. Less fortunate than 
his ancestor, Thutmes III., in the result of 
his wars, Ramessu, II., or, ‘as the name was 

written by the ancients, Ram- 
has nevertheless a place among 
the’ warlike Kings of the Egyptian 
nation. When his wars were ended be 
caused his names and titles to be inscribed 
upon the two obelisks which his ancestor 
had erected at On, and it is in 
consequence of this determination of Ramses 
II. that to-day we see in the spaces left va-

The three faces A, B. D, moreover, bear to- 
ward the edge of the official title of King 
Usorkon I. (about 933 years B. C.). He was 
the son of King Sheshenk I., one of the con- 
querers of Jerusalem,—the Shishak of the 
Bible. Probably Kmg Usorkon I. profited 
by a visit to the Temple of the Sun at On 
to have his name engraved upon the obelisk 
of the two greatest Pharoahs of Egyptian 
history.

THE VALUE OF THIS OBELISK 


in the history of the world may be briefly 
stated. This monument. by its inscriptions 
and the names of the kines which it bears, 
marks three distinct epochs in history. 
Thutmes III. (about 1600 B. C.) the Alex- 
ander the Great of the Egyptians, the great 
conyueror, had extended the boundaries of 
Egypt in the south as far as Central Africa, 
“and in the north as far as the Euphrates 
River. He had also brought under his scep- 
tre Arabia, as far as the Indian Ocean, and 
the Lybian races who dwelt upon the shores 
of the Mediterranean. Never had Egypt 
been grander or more powerful than during 
the reign of this Pharaoh. The name of 
Ramses 11. (about 1300 B. C.) marks the 
period of Egypt’s struggie against Asiatic 
preponderance and the cominencement of 
her decline. Egypt had ceased to conquer. 
She merely defended herself. The mention 
of Usorkon I. (about 933 B. C.,) recalls to 
our minds Egypt subdued and subjected te 
princes of a dynasty, the foreign origin of 
which is clearly indicated by their names. 
Thus Usorkon, for instance, represents the 
Egyptian forgn of the Assyrian name Sargon. 
From this period the decline of the ancient 
Egyptian Empire draws to an end. 800 
afterward Egypt was divided into sma 
kingdoms governed by petty native kinglets, 
but subjected to the supremacy of Ethiopian, 
Libyan, or Persian monarchs. The conquest 
ot Egy vt by Alexander the Great aml the 
founding of the new residence at Alexandria 
gave birth to 
A NEW PERIOD AND A NEW FORM 

of the Egyptian Empire. Greek civilization 
flourished among the ruins of the Egypt of 
antiquity whose monuments served to adorn 
the Ciw of Alexandria. The New York obe- 
lisk, together with its London brother, set 
out for the new city, where these two. ven- 
erable monuments were the silent witnesses 
of the entry into Egypt ot the legions of 
Rome. They beheld the coming of the fleet 
the Cresars, the massacres of the Chris- 
tians, the arrival of the army of the Arabic 
conqueror Amru, the reign of the Mame- 
lukes, and the famous campaign of the great 
Napoleon. 

Tired and disheartened, as it would seem, 
by such vicissitudes in the destiny of their 
native land., they have at length turned their 
backs upon the valley of the Nile. Once sep- 
arated from each other by the width ofa 
simple gateway through which visitors en- 
tered the Sun Temple at On, they to-day find 
themselves respectively in the largest city of 
the New and of the Oid Worid. Now no lon- 
ger a doorway, but an immense ocean sep- 
arates them. Not inaptiy does this ocean 
indicate the distance between the civilization 
of the time when they were made—nearly 
thirty-five centuries ago—and the civilization 
of our age.
